The following letter is from 
Marian Donaldson in Zambia, 
Africa, dated June 8th, 

Dear Editor, 

We are in the cold season in 
Zambia now. In many ways it 
is comparable to the winter sea- 
son in the States. The leaves 
are falling, the grass is brown 
and the wind is blowing. All 
we lack is the snow. Early morn- 
ing temperatures are in the low 
forties. During the day the tem- 
perature rises into the sixties and 
low seventies. 

The last week of April four 
other missionaires and | visited 
Kariba Lake for a short 2 day 
vacation We left Choma at 
4:30 a.m. on Monday morning 
so we could be is Lusaka when 
the stores opened at 8:30 a.m. 
After spending most of the day 
shopping we headed for Kariba 
Dam. 

There are only two ways to 
get to Kariba--by road or by 
air. We took the former. The 
distance from Lusaka to Kariba 
is about 75 miles. The last 42 
miles are on winding, hilty, 
good gravel road. We arrived 
there about 7:30 p.m. 

Tuesday morning we visited 
the Dam. Kariba Dam isa 
double-curvature atch dam with 
a maximum height of 420 ft. 
and a crest length of 2, 025 ft. 
It carries a 40 ft. wide road on 
the top, making it possible to 
cross from Zambia to Rhodesia. 
The dam itself contains approx- 
imately 1.275,000 cu. yd. of 
concrete. There are six flood 
gates, each 30 fr. high by 31 
ft, wide, whose combine dis- 
charge capacity is 336. 000 cus- 
ecs, 

After passing through customs, 
we passed to the Rhodesia side. 
On the Rhodesia side is a good 


lookout spot overlooking the Dam. 


From the lookout spot we could 
see Kariba Lake on two sides. 
Lake Kariba is the world's larg- 
est attificial lake. The capac- 
ity when full is 40, 837, 500 mil- 
lion gallons. The Jength from 
tip to tip is about 175 miles. the 
maximum width is 20 miles, and 
the total area about 2. 000 square 
miles. 

While visiting on the Rhodesia 
side, we snaked our way up the 
hillside to the circular, open- 
air church in the city of Kariba 
This was built by the Italian enn- 
ployees of the main constructors 
of the dam. Inside is a large 
stone containing the names of 
those who lost their lives during 
the construction of the dam. Al- 
so atop one of the hills is the 
Kariba Ilotel. This air-condit 
tioned hotel is situated 1200 fr. 
above the lake, and overjooks 
it. 

We were unable to take in the 
tour of the underground power 
station because of lack of reser- 
vations, These must be made 
in advance. In this tour visit- 
ors are taken down 600 feet to 
see the impressive generators 
and turbines. 

One week after our visit five 
of the flood-gates were opened 
This was the first tirne since 
1963 that five flood-gates have 
been opened. 

After our visit to the am we 
spent the remainder of the day 
swimming in Lake Kariba. 

. Many people have inquired 
about the diet of the missionar- 
ies. Basically it is essentially 
the same as what we eat in Am- 
erica. We do eat some of the 
African dishes, but not everyday. 
We have meat and potatoes, eggs. 
macaroni, chees, fresh and can- 
ned vegetables and fruits and 


frozen fish. Many of the miss-

Water Skiing

The water skiing season has hit the Jordan Valley area along 
with the opening of summer resorts and northern Michigan out- 
door activities. 

Caution is the word to all water skiers in the south arm of 
‘ake Charlevoix as more and morte young folks take up the 
urmmertime sport. Both the driver and the skier should acqu- 
aint themselves with regulations governing water skiing through 
the county sheriff's boat patrol department, 

Dry land technique can take guesswork out of learning to 
water ski and its a quick way to ger the “feel” of the skis and 
gain self-confidence. 

Former national ski champion Tom Dorwin told the News- 
Herald last week that the dry land technique is a simplified 
form of instruction that can be given anywhere, even in your 
living-room. He is now an adviser to Evinrude Motors. 

Although the day was cool and the season not yet underway, 
the youths at left demonstrated the dry land technique. Grasp 
the tow line haudle, have the instructor lower you down to a 
sitting position. The tow line handle should be just in fron of 
your knees. The instructor should pull the tow line, slowly 
raising you to a standing position. Don't try to stand up, This 
will simulate the manner in which you will be pulled to the 
surface when actually water skiing. Repeat the procedure sev- 
eral times. 

And remember, water skiing can be dangerous for the un- 
trained.
